Boiling Meats. 

Tais simple culinary process does no 
require quite as much care and attention 
as roasting. When the pot is coming to & 
boil, there wili always, from the cieanest 


meat and cleanest water, rise a scum to the 
top of it. They must be carefully taken of 
as soon as it rises. On this depends the 
good appearance of ali boiled articles. The 
oftener the meat 1s skimmed and the clean- 
er the top of the water is kept, the cleaner 
will be the m at. If let alone, itaocon Dols 
down and sticks to the meat, making 1t 
/@ppear coarse and giving it an unsavory 


flavor. Puttie meat into cold water in
